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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  North  Caro- 
na  State  Fireman's  Association  convened  in  Stanly 
fall  in  the  City  of  Newbern,  on  Tuesday,  August  6th, 
895. 


MORNING  SESSION. 


The  President,  Jas.  D.  McNeill,  called  the  Convention 
>  order  at  10  o’clock,  A.  M.,  and  requested  Rev.  C.  G. 
ardell,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Newbern, 
1  open  the  Convention  with  prayer. 

Mr.  Vardell  invoked  the  blessing  of  God  in  the  follow- 
g  words  : 

Oh  Lord,  our  God  and  Father,  who  art  in  Heaven,  we  bless 
lee  for  the  gathering  together  here  to-day.  We  bless  Thee 
at  these  men  have  taken  their  time  to  come  together  and  give 
eir  plans  for  the  protection  of  our  lives  and  our  property.  We  bless 
lee,  Lord,  for  the  noble  spirit  Thou  hast  put  in  the  Sons  of  Men 
at  they  are  willing  to  risk  life  for  their  fellow  men. 

And  now,  Lord,  we  ask  Thee,  that  Thou  wilt  enable  them  to 
an  wisely  and  well.  Be  Thou  with  them  in  all  they  shall  think, 
y  and  do. 

(And,  Lord,  they  have  come  here  that  they  may  engage  in  friendly 
ntests.  We  bless  Thee  for  the  strength  and  ability  of  our  young 
:n.  We  pray  Thee  that  Thou  wilt  be  with  those  who  strive 
e  against  another,  that  it  may  be  a  manly  conetst.  And  so  we 
ay  Thee  to  crown  their  efforts  with  success,  and  may  all  be  done  in 
rnest  honest, manly  spirit.  And  so  wilt  Thou  help  us, and  wilt  Thou 
:ss  the  coming  of  these  men  to  this  town  ?  And  wilt  Thou  keep 
from  all  wrong  and  sin  and  grant  that  all  may  meet  at  last, 
r  Christ’s  sake.  Amen. 
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Chief  Taylor,  of  Newbern,  then  rose  and  in  appropriate 
words  introduced  Mr.  W.  W.  Clark,  of  Newbern,  whc 
made  the  Address  of  Welcome  in  the  following  words 


ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentletnen  of  the  North  Carolina  Stai 

Firemen's  Association : 

It  is  my  pleasant  task  on  behalf  ot  the  Firemen  and  Citizens  c 
the  City  of  Newbern  to  extend  to  you,  the  representatives  of  th 
Volunteer  Firemen  of  this  State,  a  cordial  greeting  and  mo 
hearty  welcome  upon  this,  the  first  occasion  of  your  assemblin 
in  this  City.  A  Volunteer  Fireman  exemplifies  many  of  those  vi 
tues  which  excite  our  admiration  and  cause  us  to  consider  and  a| 
plaud  the  higher  and  nobler  traits  of  human  nature,  traits  whit 
elevate  us  above  the  sorded  and  the  selfish  and  incite  us  to  dee< 
of  valor  and  self-sacrifice  for  the  protection  of  our  fellow-creatur 
and  the  advancement  of  their  interest. 

The  statesman  burns  the  midnight  lamp  and  labors  and  toils 
his  efforts  to  excel  in  statecraft,  but  his  aim  may  be  to  reach  ll 
top  of  the  ladder  of  fame  that  he  may  rejoice  in  the  knowledge 
his  greatness  and  renown.  The  politician  spends  weary  hours 
his  efforts  to  educate,  enlighten  and  convince  the  people,  but  t 
goal  for  which  he  strives,  the  Mecca  of  his  hopes,  may  be  his  pi 
sonal  aggrandizement,  his  political  preferment  and  promotio 
The  military  commander  may  submit  to  the  hardships  of  can 
life,  lead  his  troops  into  the  thick  of  the  fight,  expose  himself 
danger  and  carry  his  life  in  his  hands,  that  he  may  hear  the  ij 
sounding  plaudits  of  his  countrymen,  contemplate  the  tame  of 
achievemen'.s  and  satisfy  that  ambition  which  has  inspired  a 
sustained  him  in  the  hour  of  defeat  and  in  the  times  of  his  pri\ 
tion  and  suffering.  But  the  volunteer  fireman  responds  to  t| 
alarm,  leaves  his  warm  and  comfortable  couch,  exposes  himself 
the  blinding  snow  and  chilling  blasts  of  winter,  the  burning  h 
of  summer  and  the  fury  of  the  flames,  surrounded  by  crushij 
walls  and  death-dealing  missiles,  that  a  life  may  be  saved  and 
property  of  his  fellow-man  preserved.  His  path  leades  not  to  f| 
tune  and  to  fame,  his  labor  ends  not  in  the  gratification  of  a 
sire  for  personal  aggrandizement  or  preferment,  and  his  brow

not  to  be  crowned  with  the  emblems  of  victory  nor  his  ears  delight¬ 
ed  with  the  shouts  of  the  multitude  ;  but  his  aim,  his  end,  his  am¬ 
bition  are,  the  proud  consciousness  that  he  has  done  something 
to  preserve  his  fellow-creatures  from  danger  or  to  lighten  their 
burdens  and  that  approval  of  the  conscience  which  every  unselfish 
act  merits  and  receives.  His  lot  may  be  cast  among  the  humble, 
but  his  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  and  devotion  to  duty,  to  the  just  and 
contemplative,  exalt  him  to  a  position  high  above  the  glittering 
pomp  and  splendor  of  royalty  and  the  vanishing  ephemeral  glory 
of  military  and  political  renown.  His  name  may  not  adorn  the 
page  of  history,  his  deeds  may  not  be  commemorated  by  the  ge¬ 
nius  of  the  poet  or  the  eloquence  of  the  orator,  but  his  life  and  his 
work  will  emphasize  the  truth  contained  in  that  most  beautiful  of 
all  the  conceptions  of  the  poets  : 

“Full  many  a  gem  of  purest  rays  serene 
The  dark,  unfathomed  caves  of  ocean  bear, 

Full  many  a  flower  is  born  to  blush  unseen 
And  waste  its  sweetness  on  the  desert  air.” 

It  is  to  such  men  as  these  that  I  extend  a  welcome  to  our  midst 
Whether  you  come  from  that  section  of  our  grand  old  State  where 
the  waves  of  the  sea  kiss  the  earth,  lulling  to  sleep  by  their  gentle 
lullaby  in  calm  and  placid  weather,  and  filling  the  soul  with  terror 
and  alarm  when  the  Storm  King  is  abroad,  or  from  that  section 
where  the  hills  and  vales  by  their  gentle  undulations  relieve  the 
eye  and  excite  the  fancy  by  the  pleasing  prospect,  of  from  that  wild 
and  mountainous  section  of  the  West  where  mountain  torrents 
rush  and  roar  and  craggy  peaks  look  down  upon  the  passing  clouds, 
you  are  inspired  with  the  same  noble  motive,  exemplify  the  same 
exalted  virtues  and  command  our  commendation  and  applause. 

Welcome,  thrice  welcome,  to  our  midst,  ye  moral  heroes  and 
types  of  Nature’s  noblemen  !  And  I  do  assure  you,  on  behalf  of 
the  firemen  and  citizens  of  this  City  that  no  stream  shall  play  upon 
the  cockles  of  their  hearts  to  chill  the  ardor  of  their  greeting,  or 
extinguish  the  genial  fires  of  admiration,  respect  and  esteem  which 
you  have  kindled  in  the  breasts  of  each  and  every  one  of  them. 

The  President  introduced  the  Hon.  John  T.  Shaw, 
Member  of  Congress,  who  responded  to  the  Address  of 
Welcome  on  behalf  of  the  Convention,  as  follows: 
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RESPONSE. 


"Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Firtmen  of  North  Carolina  : 

"In  behalf  of  the  Firemen  of  North  Carolina,  Mr.  President,  I 
desire  to  thank  the  speaker  who  has  just  quitted  the  floor,  and 
through  him  thank  the  people  of  Newbern  for  this  manifestation  of 
their  kindness  and  hospitality. 

"They  are  here,  Mr.  President,  from  all  parts  of  North  Carolina, 
the  brave,  the  true  and  tried  firemen  ;  men;  sir,  who  in  discharge 
of  their  duty  know  no  danger,  know  no  care,  but  who  to  preserve 
lives  or  property,  perform  with  the  admiration  of  the  world  deeds 
of  valor  and  acts  of  bravery  which  have  never  been  excelled,  even 
in  the  deeds  of  battle  at  any  time. 

"The  true  fireman  is  never  a  conscript,  but  always  a  volunteer 
in  the  true  sense  of  the  word.  In  entering  upon  his  duties  he 
realizes  that  there  are  in  store  tor  him  dangers,  trials,  hardships, 
and  perhaps,  death.  But  ever  at  the  tap  of  the  bell  he  is  ready, 
though  the  regions  of  smoke  and  fire  darken  the  way,  to  tear  from 
the  jaws  of  death  some  loved  one  and  bear  it  in  safety  to  the  bosom 
of  its  friends.  The  true  fireman  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  knows 
no  class,  no  color  and  no  condition.  F or  I  tell  you,  that  the  meanest 
of  God’s  creation  will  find  in  him  as  true  and  sure  a  deliverer  as  he 
or.she  who  may  be  the  most  fair  of  the  earth. 

Now  Mr.  President,  the  mission  of  a  fireman,  as  has  been  told 
you,  is  not  the  field  of  renown  and  glory,  but  his  mission  rather,  is 
to  preserve  lives  and  property  and  to  fight  the  fire  fiend.  He  does 
not  desire  his  name  to  be  inscribed  in  monumental  symbols  on  brass 
and  stone,  but  prefers  that  his  name  go  down  in  the  hearts  in  the 
living  remembrances  of  his  fellow  people. 

"  Mr.  President,  in  your  gathering  here  to-day  the  Firemen  of- 
North  Cerolina  have  not  come  for  the  purpose  of  boasting  upon 
their  past  deeds  of  valor,  but  they  have  come,  rather,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  consulting  together,  talking  together  and  acting  together, 
those  matters  and  things  which  in  the  future  will  better  subserve  to 
the  interest  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina. 

"These  magnificent  feats  of  skill  and  endurance  which  shall  be 
witnessed  for  a  day  or  more  to  come  are  not  based  upon  the  idle 
principles  of  a  horse  race,  but  they  are  scenes  from  life  and  those 
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things  which  have  been  enacted  and  those  things  which  will  be 
enacted  when  the  alarm  bell  sends  them  to  an  active  discharge  of 
their  duty. 

“  Now  then,  let  me  say.  This  is  a  happy  gathering  here.  All 
differences  are  laid  aside,  political,  religious  and  otherwise.  Here 
it  is,  gentlemen  of  North  Carolina,  you  have  met  together;  it  is  a 
reunion  of  old  friends;  and  it  is  a  re-clasping  of  warm  hands;  it  is 
a  re-consummation  of  past  friendships;  and  it  is  a  re-determination 
that  whatever  may  come  in  North  Carolina,  whatever  others  feel  in 
the  Old  North  State,  so  far  as  the  firemen  are  concerned,  none  of 
the  calamities  of  the  people  shall  be  laid  at  their  door. 

■'  Now,  Mr.  President  and  Firemen  of  North  Carolina,  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Newbern  have  thrown  wide  their  doors  and  hospitality  to 
you.  They  have  invited  you  in  to  partake  of  their  hospitality,  and 
let  me  say  to  you,  that  you  have  never  been  in  the  midst  of  a  more 
generous,  true  and  warm-hearted  people  than  the  people  of  Newr 
bern.  They  stand  foremost  in  your  own  State,  and  have  stood  first 
in  other  States.  They  are  a  people,  men  of  North  Carolina,  whose 
daughters  there  are  none  fairer  and  purer,  and  whose  attractiveness 
had  led  the  lovers  of  the  good  and  beautiful  from  far  and  near  to 
the  shrine  of  their  beauty.  Other  cities,  men  of  North  Carolina, 
may  boast  of  their  progress  and  prosperity,  as  well  they  may,  but 
Newbern  may  boast  of  her  gallant  men,  of  her  lovely  and  accom¬ 
plished  women. 

Mr.  President  and  Firemen  of  North  Carolina,  the  sickles  of 
time  have  again  brought  you  face  to  face  with  each  other.  At  one 
time  you  met  among  the  rocks  and  craigs  of  the  highest  mountain 
peaks  of  your  own  native  State;  you  have  met  at  the  intersection  of 
hill  and  plain;  to-day  you  stop  almost  where  the  Atlantic  washes 
the  shores  ot  youj-  own  beloved  State.  God  grant  that  your  future 
meetings  may  be  many.  And  I  think  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  every 
other  North  Carolinian  in  saying  for  you  one  and  all,  long  life, 
peace  and  prosperity.” 

Chief  L.  J.  Taylor,  next  introduced  Mr.  Wm.  Ellis, 
Mayor  of  Newbern,  who  extended  the  hospitality  of  the 
city  of  Newbern  in  a  few  words: 

President,  Ladies,  Visitors  : 

"  I  have  to  extend  to  you  the  freedom  of  our  city.  May  your 
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stay  with  us  be  pleasant  and  on  your  return  to  your  homes  may 
you  carry  only  pleasant  recollections.  Again,  I  extend  to  you  th< 
freedom  of  our  City  without  reserve.” 

On  motion,  a  committee  of  three  on  Credentials  wat 
appointed,  consisting  of  Messrs.  L.  J.  Taylor,  W.  C.  Von- 
Glahn  and  J.  J.  Stone,  and  a  recess  of  five  minutes  was 
given  for  the  delegates  to  hand  in  their  credentials. 

After  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  Secretary 
Griffith  arose  and  said  : 

"Mr.  President,  Brother  Firemen : 

At  my  urgent  solicitation  we  have  among  us,  and  I  am  pleasei 
to  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  one  of  Virginia’s  nobl 
firemen,  a  man  who  holds  the  cause  pertaining  to  the  voluntee 
service  of  Virginia — well,  I  may  say,  nearer  to  his  heart  than  any 
thing,  a  little  bit  nearer  than  he  does  his  wife.  He  is  a  man  wh 
never  tires  of  serving  the  firemen  ot  his  State  or  any  other  State 
I  felt  that  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina,  if  they  met  him,  woul 
appreciate  him  as  much  as  I  appreciate  him.  I  have  visited  hi 
Firemen’s  Association  and  met  with  a  most  hearty  welcome,  and  t 
say  that  I  enjoyed  myself  doesn’t  express  it  at  all.  Virginia  Fire 
men  know  how  to  make  you  enjoy  yourselves.  We  have  before  c 
George  G.  Cumming,  Secretary  of  the  Virginia  Firemen’s  A; 
sociation." 

Mr.  Cumming  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Brother  Firemen: 

This  is  the  golden  opportunity  that  has  arisen  to  allow  me  i 
have  the  honor  to  be  with  brother  firemen  of  North  Carolir 
through  the  kindness  and  courtesy  of  your  honored  Secretary, 
have  luffed  him  off  for  several  years  to  keep  from  coming,  not  b 
cause  I  did  not  want  to  come  to  visit  you,  but  duty  claims  befo 
pleasure. 

In  regard  to  the  Virginia  firemen.  They  are  no  better  than  tl 
North  Carolina  firemen.  They  are  working  for  the  same  caus 
the  same  glory  and  the  same  duty. 

But  I  assure  you  there  were  firemen  when  I  arrived  in  Newber 
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inday  morning  that  it  didn’t  take  a  very  long  time  to  find  out  that 
had  struck  the  town  for  the  hospitality,  and  Brother  Firemen, 
er  since  Sunday  morning  I  have  had  my  whole  system  alive  with 
tivity  and  pleasure. 

I  have  just  returned  a  week  or  two  from  my  own  Convention  of 
r  own  State  at  Harrissonburg,  and  I  had  no  idea  that  North 
irolina  would  claim  me  so  soon.  But  I  will  say,  that  I  am  proud 
be  with  my  brother  firemen  in  Newbern,  N.  C.  I  speak  the 
ntiments  of  845  firemen  of  The  Virginia  State  Firemen’s  Associa- 
,in .  The  simple  fact  that  I  say  that  Brother  Firemen,  is  because, 
brother  Griffith  will  remember,  that  it  was  two  years  after  we  had 
ganized  we  corresponded  with  brother  Griffith  and  others  in 
eensboro  at  different  times  about  formulating  a  firemen’s  organi- 
:ion.  I  gave  my  humble  opinion,  and  by  constantly  exchanging 
jughts  and  ideas,  to  my  surprise  North  Carolina  was  in  the  lead, 
the  right  of  Virginia.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  North  Carolina  is 
lead  of  Virginia  in  one  grand  feature,  and  that  is,  the  relief  of  its 
ured  firemen.  Brother  Firemen,  the  Legislators  and  Senators  of 
r  States  act  sometimes  very  queerly,  but  still  we  hope  in  the  near 
ure  to  be  able  to  get  them  to  realize  that  we,  too,  have  got  a 
im  from  the  State  Legislature  to  relieve  the  distressed  and  the 
ured. 

3ut,  brother  firemen,  I  only  wish  I  could  reiterate  the  sentiment 
our  friends  in  Portsmouth,  in  Richmond,  in  Harrissonburg,  in 
arlottesville  in  behalf  of  your  Secretary.  You  do  not  know 
>ther  Griffith,  in  the  homes  of  the  people  of  Virginia  as  I  do. 
ey  have  a  hospitable  feeling  for  every  man. 

mother  Griffith’s  interest  is  always  in  behalf  of  the  North  Carolina 
te  Firemen’s  Association,  and  if  he  will  allow  me,  I  will  call  his 
;ntion  to  a  little  thing  that  happened  that  will  show  the  spirit 
nifested  by  your  worthy  Secretary,  which  will  show  the  in- 
ist  he  had  in  behalf  of  our  Association.  He  came  to  Danville 
h  a  band  of  music  from  Greensboro  and  he  put  that  band  with

low,  I  do  not  know  what  to  say  because  the  worthy  honorable 
preceded  me  before.  Firemen  don’t  make  speeches.  A  little 
cdote  was  told  me  once.  In  a  little  gathering  amongst  the  fire- 
1  in  the  City  of  Norfolk,  the  captain  of  a  military  company  got 
and  said  that  soldiers  were  grand,  noble  people,  they  do  their 
'?■  I  sat  there  very  quietly  and  faithfully  waiting  to  hear  some- 


thing  further,  and  he  went  on  and  eulogized  soldiers  and  forgot  ; 
about  firemen.  I  replied  in  this  way.  “  Captain,  I  give  you  creel 
sir,  for  what  you  have  said  in  behalf  of  the  soldiers,  but  this  is 
volunteer  organization  and  you  neglected  to  give  them  the  crei 
you  gave  the  soldiers.”  Now,  the  difference  between  a  soldier  at 
fireman  is  this,  that  where  the  soldier  seeks  the  lives  and  propet 
of  the  people,  the  fireman  seeks  to  save  the  lives  and  property 
the  people.  We  want  to  demonstrate  that  we  do  not  seek 
destroy,  but  we  seek  to  save,  and  that  is  the  duty  of  every  firem 
throughout  this  land.  The  only  way  to  have  the  true  firemen  is 
the  time  of  action  and  duty  let  the  men  take  charge  of  the  pip 
and  rear  up  the  hose  and  go  into  the  battle. 

The  fireman  will  never  shirk  his  duty.  A  true  fireman  is  a  m; 
of  principle  and  honor,  and  seeks  to  save  life  and  property. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  thank  you  in  my  own  behalf  and  in  beh;

Secretary  Griffith  introducing  Mr  Hecht,  said: 

Mr.  President  and  Brother  Firemen: 

We  have  another  visiting  brother  with  us.  To  what  extent  he 
a  fireman  I  cannot  say,  but  he  associates  with  their  commissior 
and  I  presume  there  is  something  in  him.  I  see  that  he  was  elect 
an  honorary  member  of  the  Virginia  Firemen’s  Association  at  tht 
last  meeting.  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  him.  I  have  referen 
to  Mr.  Hecht,  from  Norfolk. 

Mr.  Hecht  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  President ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  should  think  that  your  honored  Secretary  would  have  seen  t 
remarks,  rather  lengthy  ones  made  by  my  worthy  brother  as  sil 
ficient  to  suffice  this  assembly,  and  not  to  hear  any  more.  In  t 
State  of  Virginia  and  in  the  Convention  of  Firemen,  of  which  I  a 
an  honorary  member,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  brother  George  Cut 
ming  does  the  talking  for  the  entire  Convention.  I  have  but  ve 
little  to  say  on  an  occasion  of  this  kind. 


At  the  Convention  of  our  State,  the  first  Convention  I  attended  of 
e  Firemen’s  Association,  I  must  say  that  I  was  very  happily  dis¬ 
jointed.  In  meeting  the  boys  at  large  from  a  State  you  generally 
eet  some  who  do  not  take  care  of  what  may  be  termed  honor; 
it  I  will  say  for  the  State  of  Virginia  of  firemen  that  I  met  there, 
id  there  were  about  450  or  500,  and  there  was  not  a  dissenting 
lice,  that  everyone  enjoyed  himself,  and  they  left  the  City  ot  Har- 
ssonburg  with  glory.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Harrisonburg 
ated  that  he  had  had  conventions  Irom  several  organizations  in 
arrisonburg  but  never  had  he  had  so  orderly  an  organization  as 
had  there.  I  will  say  that  there  was  not  an  unpleasant  word 
oken  in  the  bar  room  or  on  the  street. 

From  the  Assembly  I  see  here  before  me,  the  delegates  I  see 
re,  I  may  say  that  they  correspond  very  well  indeed  with  the 
emen  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  when 
u  leave  this  city,  that  the  honored  Mayor  of  your  city  will  say

“  Gentlemen,  and  brethren,  I  might  say,  as  I  am  a  member  of  the 
!e  association,  that  I  shall  regard  the  hospitality  shown  to  you  as 
ly  own,  and  will  endeavor  to  be  amongst  you  as  much  as  possible 
;d  will  endeavor  to  make  myself  comfortable  among  you,  and 
nere  you  are  entertained,  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  I  will.  I  thank 
u.” 

The  President  stated  that  Mr.  Hecht  had  a  meritorious

ivention  in  the  shape  of  a  fire  alarm  and  recommended 
tat  every  fireman  present  should  examine  it. 

The  President  then  appointed  the  following  a  com-

On  request,  Chief  Newman,  of  the  Wilmington  Fire 
ilepartment,  arose  to  make  a  few  remarks.  He  said  ;

I  do  not  know  why  Mr.  Vogler  called  on  me,  unless  it  is  because 
l  m  the  only  man  in  the  crowd  who  has  a  green  badge  on.  I  want 
:  tell  a  little  joke  and  then  I  will  sit  down.  There  was  a  drummer 
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traveling  out  West,  and  everywhere  he  stopped  they  had  rabbit 
lor  breakfast,  dinner  and  supper,  and  it  went  on  that  way  for  ; 
week  or  so.  He  went  to  a  farmer’s  house  after  it  had  been  goinj 
on  for  about  two  weeks,  and  the  farmer  asked  him  to  say  grace 
and  before  he  said  it  he  asked  if  there  were  rabbits  coming  on  th 
table,  and  he  got  up  and  said,

The  Secretary  stated  that  Chief  Stone  had  started  the 
publication  of  a  paper,  The  Volunteer  Fireman,  and  he 
would  be  glad  to  have  a  few  words  from  him. 

Chief  Stone  said  : 


“  Mr.  President  and  Brother  Firemen: 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  started  in 
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Greensboro  the  publication  of  a  paper  devoted  to  the  interests  of 
the  volunteer  firemen  not  only  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  but 
everywhere,  especially  in  the  South.  I  wish  to  say  that  The  Volun¬ 
teer  Fireman  has  come  to  stay.  We  are  going  to  run  it.  We  have 
counted  the  cost;  we  have  weighed  the  matter  carefully  and  we 
expect  to  make  the  very  best  paper  out  of  it  possible,  and  we  can¬ 
not  do  this  unless  we  have  the  assistance  of  the  firemen  at  home, 
especially  in  North  Carolina.  And  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  we  will  expect  you  to  assist  us  in  running  this  paper. 

I  mean  that  we  want  you  to  contribute  to  its  columns  and  to  its 
subscription  list.  I  believe  that  every  member  present  has  a  copy. 
If  any  one  has  no  copy,  come  up  to  the  desk  and  we  will  give  you 
one.  From  the  salutatory  you  will  see  what  we  propose  to  do,  and 
we  will  carry  it  out  as  nearly  as  possible.  It  will  be  published 
twice  a  month  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cents  a  year.

My  Dear  Sec'y: — At  a  late  convention  of  the  International  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Fire  Engineers,  held  in  Montreal,  Canada,  in  August, 
1894,  the '  following  suggestion  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  to  report  at  the  next  meeting: 

“Knowing  that  our  country  is  far  in  advance  of  all  others  in 
modern  improvements  for  fire  extinguishing  and  life  saving  appli¬ 
ances,  I  would  suggest  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  this 
convention  to  consider  the  advisability  of  hoiding  an  international 
firemen’s  convention  in  this  country  in  the  year  1896  or  1897,  and 
they  report  at  our  next  annual  convention.” 

The  object  ot  this  Congress  is  to  disseminate  information  regard¬ 
ing  fire  fighting,  to  secure  the  attendance  of  firemen  and  apparatus 
from  foreign  countries  as  well  as  our  own,  and  to  give  exhibitions 
of  all  fire  fighting  and  life  saving  appliances.

Rules  were  mistaken.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that  in  the  Se 
tion  1  the  sentence  reading  “  Carts  must  start  with  400  feet  of  hos 
all  couplings  made”  be  stricken  out.  That  would  leave  all  ho 
reels  to  carry  350  feet  of  hose  or  more,  but  not  less.  They  c; 
crrry  just  as  much  as  they  please.  We,  therefore,  recommend  th 
that  sentence  be  stricken  out.” 

The  Secretary  read  Section  IV  of  the  Report:

4th.  That  on  page  69  under  head  of  “Reel  Contests”  in  third  ( 
line  after  word  connected,  the  words  “at  the  start"  be  added. 

Committee  recommended  same  be  done. 

And  the  President  said: 

We  recommend  that  in  the  third  line  the  words  “  at  the  star 
be  added.  We  recommend  those  words  be  added,  as  Mr.  Ela 
suggests.  As  the  words  would  naturally  be  inferred  we  think 
best  they  be  inserted." 

The  Secretary  read  Section  V.: 

5th.  That  on  page  70  under  “Grab  Race  Contest”  the  seco  J 
paragraph  of  said  rules  be  stricken  out. 

Committee  recommend  that  the  arrangements  of  said  contest 
left  to  local  committee  of  arrangements  be  stricken  out. 

About  which  the  President  said: 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  second  paragraph  abej 
the  Grab  Race  Contest  be  stricken  out,  leaving  the  placing  of  t: 
grab  races  in  the  tournament  performances  to  the  local  committe , 
under  the  old  rule.  We  now  are  in  favor  of  leaving  it  to  the  loci 
committees. 

The  Secretary  read  Section  VI.: 

6th.  Chiefs  Taylor  and  Newman  request  that  on  page  71,  uncr 
“  Horse  Reel  Races”  that  the  last  five  words  of  line  7,  and  8  all 
9th  lines  and  1st  3  words  of  line  10  be  stricken  out,  and  horsfl 
allowed  to  be  standing  hitched  to  hose  carriage,  wagon  or  trues 
as  if  ready  for  services. 

Which  was  explained  by  the  President  as  follows: 
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Under  the  present  rules  your  horses  are  required  to  be  placed  on 
the  side  of  the  track  without  harness.  Now  we  recommend  that 
the  hook  and  ladder  trucks  be  allowed  to  come  to  the  starting 
point  hitched  and  ready  for  service. 

Mr.  Stone  thought  it  applied  to  all  apparatus  drawn  by 
horses,  both  trucks  and  hose  wagons. 

The  President  stated,  “  That  the  recommendation  of 
your  Executive  Committee  is  that  all  carriages  or  hose 
wagons,  hose  reels,  and  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  be 
allowed  to  come  to  the  line  hitched  as  ready  for  service.” 

The  Secretary  read  Section  VII.: 

7th.  Mr.  Abbott  appeared  and  requested  a  balance  of  $20  on  fun¬ 
eral  expenses  of  Chas.  Lewis, ($50  having  been  paid)be  allowed  Mrs. 
Chas.  Lewis.  The  committee  recommended  that  a  warrant  be 
ordered  issued  for  twenty-two  days.  The  deceased  lived  in  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year,  at  the  ratio  of  $37.50  per  quarter,  amounting 
to  $9.16. 

Concerning  which  the  President  remarked: 

'  “  The  Executive  Committee  in  that  case  would  state  they  have 
been  paying  for  the  past  twelve  months  Mr.  Charles  Lewis,  of 
Greensboro,  $150  a  year.  Under  the  instructions  of  the  Committee 
I  have  been  issuing  him  warrants  for  the  money.  I  issued  three 
warrants.  Twenty-one  or  twenty-two  days  after  the  last  warrant 
was  due  he  died.  I  entered  into  consultation  with  the  Executive 
Committee  and  issued  a  warrant  for  his  funeral  expenses  of  $50. 
Now,  v\e  recommend  that  he  be  further  allowed  the  part  of  last 
Quarter’s  allowance  for  the  time  he  lived  within  that  quarter.  Thi£ 
does  not  amount  to  quite  as  much  as  the  full  quarter  would,  but 
the  Executive  Committee  cannot  see  how  they  can  do  more.  They 
voted  him  $150  and  we  have  paid  for  three  full  quarters  and  we 
propose  to  pay  his  heirs  for  the  time  he  lived  within  the  fourth 
quarter  upon  the  same  ratio  we  have  been  paying  him.  Such  is 
the  recommendation  of  your  Committee.” 

The  Secretary  read  the  8th  Section: 

8th.  Chiefs  Taylor  and  Newman  request  that  changes  be  made 
on  applications  for  benefits  from  the  “  Relief  Fund,”  whereby  the

You  have 
to  swear  to  nothing;  your  Foreman  and  Chief  do  it  all.  Under  the 
new  rule  as  suggested  the  applicant  himself  is  required  to  make 
oath  that  he  was  injured,  when  he  was  injured,  how  he  was  injured 
and  how  long  he  was  disabled.  His  Foreman  is  required  to  certify 
under  oath  that  such  is  the  case.  The  Chief  is  required  to  certify 
that  he  was  in  good  standing.  The  physician  is  required  to  certify 
that  the  disability  occurred.  We  recommend  that  the  change  from 
the  old  style  of  benefit  application  be  made  from  that  to  the  present. 
That  is  the  report  of  your  committee." 

It  was  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mitee  be  adopted  by  sections.  Carried. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Convention  take  a  recess 
until  8:30,  but  on  motion,  the  business  was  proceeded 
with  in  regular  order. 

The  Secretary  read  Section  1  of  the  report  as  follows: 

That  on  page  65  of  the  proceedings  of  1894,  Article  11,  that  the 
following  be  added  as  Section  2:  The  committee  recommends  that 
Section  2,  of  said  Article  2  read  as  follows:  That  said  champion¬ 
ship  prize  after  this  year  shall  be  the  property  of  the  company 
winning  same  three  consecutive  times. 

Mr.  Elam  said: 

“  Mr.  Chairman,  I  desire  to  offer  a  substitute  for  the  clause 
recommended  by  the  Committee  thus,  and  move  its  adoption: 

“  '  That  said  championship  prizes,  after  having  been  won  by 
any  one  company  three  consecutive  years  from  and  after- the  31st 
of  August  1894,  at  the  regular  Annual  Tournament  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  shall  become  the  sole  property  of  the  winning  company,  to 
hold  and  dispose  of  as  the  said  winning  company  may  elect.’ 

On  that  substitute  I  would  like  to  go  back  about  six  years.  I  was 
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one  of  the  charter  members  of  this  Association;  one  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  three  who  drew  up  these  Rules.  Raleigh  put  up  a  medal, 
to  be  competed  for  three  years — the  same  as  this  motion.  The 
Association  then  went  to  work  and  adopted  these  Rules  and  no  one 
noticed  the  oversight,  and  we  have  been  working  under  these  Rules 
ever  since.  But  we  were  working  under  them  with  the'  distinct 
understanding  that  if  the  medal  was  won  for  three  consecutive 
years  by  the  same  company  that  it  became  the  property  of  the 
winning  company.  And  we  had  some  little  trouble  when  the 
medal  was  won  by  Greensboro.  The  Association  put  up  a  belt  in 
Winston,  and  it  was  competed  for  just  as  the  medal  was.  Our 
company  and  Salisbury  competed  for  the  belt  under  the  distinct 
understanding  that  if  we  won  it  three  consecutive  years  it  was  ours.” 

Interrupted  by  Jhe  President: 

“  The  minutes  were  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  and  there  was 
nothing  of  the  kind  in  it.” 

Mr.  Elam  Continued: 

'•  I  was  speaking  about  the  Rules  adopted  last  year.  These  are 
the  Rules  we  run  under  last  year.  We  went  to  Winston  with  the 
distinct  understanding  that  if  we  won  the  belt  three  years  it  was 
ours.  Secretary  Griffith  notified  twenty-eight  of  the  Companies 
that  this  belt  would  be  contested  for  at  Winston.  Out  of  twenty- 
eight  companies  there  were  only  three  that  turned  up.  We  were 
ready  to  run  whether  we  had  a  good  field  or  bad.  The  fact  that 
these  other  twenty-seven  or  twenty-six  companies  did  not  come  and 
contest  for  that  belt,  should  not  knock  us  out  of  that  one  year. 
Brother  McNeil  said  we  want  to  go  back  one  year.  We  do  not 
want  to  go  back  at  all.  I  claim  that  if  the  report  of  the  Committee 
is  adopted  we  have  got  to  win  that  belt  five  consecutive  years  before 
our  company  can  hold  the  belt;  while  any  other  company  has  only 
to  win  it  three  years.  And  is  that  fair?  I  ask  the  adoption  of  this 
substitute;  that  the  time  begin  from  the  time  it  was  put  up  last 
year  and  the  company  winning  it  three  consecutive  years  should 
own  it.  I  think  it  ought  to  be  kept  up.  I  think  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  Association.  I  think  we  ought  to  keep  up  the  belt,  but  I  do 
not  think  we  ought  to  try  to  take  advantage  of  the  company  anti 
try  to  knock  them  out  of  one  year.  The  Chief  from  Salisbury  is 
here  and  he  will  tell  you  their  understanding  in  the  matter  and 
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;very  one  will  tell  you  as  I  have.  I  ask  you  now,  in  all  fairness, 
ogive  us  an  equal  showing,  a  fair  showing  for  the  belt.  We  may 
ose  it  this  time.  Doubtless  we  will.  Capt.  McNeill's  team  has 
;ome  reputation.  It  has  been  published  that  his  team  made  it  in 
wenty-three  seconds.  We  have  never  been  able  to  get  it  less  than 
hirty  and  one-half.  And  if  that  is  the  case  we  will  lose  it  any 
vay,  and  all  we  ask  is  to  give  us  justice.” 

Mr.  Capps,  of  Salisbury,  said: 

“  When  we  entered  the  contest  for  that  belt  at  Winston  we  dis- 
inctly  understood  that  we  would  have  that  belt  for  three  years,  and 
hen  it  would  become  the  property  of  the  Company  winning  it  three 
imes.  If  that  is  a  mistake  it  is  not  my  fault.  I  do  not  know  who 
got  the  information  from.” 

Mr.  McNeill  said: 

“  There  is  nothing  whatever  in  the  language  of  the  Rules  that 
vmuld  say  that.” 

Mr.  Stone  said: 

“  If  Chief  McNeill  will  allow  me,  I  think  I  can  explain  the  mat¬ 
er.  It  states  in  the  report  that  it  was  to  be  competed  for  as  other 
hampionship  belts.  Well,  this  Association  has  not  given  a  prize 
efore  that  was  competed  for,  for  less  than  three  years,  and  it  was 
nderstood  that  the  company  winning  that  medal  three  times  should 
nn  the  medal  for  good.  And  if  this  report  is  worded  as  it  is,  it 
muld  be  construed  in  no  other  way  than  that  this  belt  shall  become 
re  property  of  the  company  winning  it  for  three  consecutive  times/ 

Mr.  Elam  Said: 

"  I  do  not  contend  that  the  Rules  say  that.  I  contend  that  the 
Lules  are  defective,  and  this  defection  has  gone  on  now  for  six 
ears,  and  that  we  remedy  this  defect.  We  contested  for  the 
laleigh  medal  under  that  understanding.” 

Mr.  McNeill  said: 

"  I  am  not  making  that  point.  Before  you  run  twelve  months 
go,  before  you  contested  for  that  belt,  which  is  the  property  of  the 
ssociation,  this  Rule  was  adopted  in  a  meeting  where  every  dele 
ate  could  read,  and  you  could  read  it.  The  Rule  n  under  Rules 
tverning  the  races.  It  was  adopted  to  run  the  race  under  which 
>u  did  run,  and  how  you  can  construe  that  you  ran  under  the  Rule 


six  years  ago  when  the  Association  has  wiped  the  whole  thing  ou 
three  years  ago,  and  by  which  a  new  belt  to  be  run  lor  under  ne\ 
Rules,  how  you  can  go  back  six  years  is  a  mystery  to  me.”  (B 
request  Mr.  McNeill  read  the  Rule.)  “  Nothing  is  said  in  th? 
Rule  in  any  manner,  shape  or  form  about  its  becoming  the  propert 
of  the  company,  and  that  Rule  was  the  one  adopted  by  this  As$c 
ciation.  Where  in  the  world  does  it  appear?” 

Mr.  Stone  inquired  if  the  belt  was  not  purchased  befor 
the  last  Association,  the  reply  to  which  was  that  it  wa 
not.  He  said:  “It  was  purchased  to  be  run  for  afte 
that  Association  meets,  and  the  instructions  sent  ou 
under  which  this  race  is  to  be  governed  was  ‘  as  othe 
championship  belts.’  ” 

Mr.  MeNeill  said: 

If  that  is  your  idea,  why  was  it  that  at  the  last  meeting  whe 
your  team  was  the  main  competitor,  that  you  ask  us  to  go  back  t 
that.” 

In  reply  Mr.  Stone  said: 

"  I  will  answer  that  question  by  asking  another.  If  this  belt  wf 
not  to  be  competed  for  as  other  prizes,  why  was  such  put  up  an 
instructions  sent  out  that  it  was  to  be  so  competed  for?  The  con 
panies  went  there  expecting  that  the  belt  was  to  be  competed  fc 
as  stated  in  previous  minutes  and  as  stated  in  the  Secretary 
instructions  to  the  companies,  ‘  as  other  championship  belts.’  It 
a  well  known  fact  that  we  have  had  only  one  championship  pri/ 
before,  and  it  was  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  compan 
winning  it  for  three  consecutive  years  own  it.  Only  two  companit 
competed  for  it.  And  I  claim  under  the  instructions  received  froi 
the  Secretary  and  previous  instructions  that  this  was  a  fair  an 
square  race,  and  should  be  counted  as  one  of  these  this  year." 

Mr.  Amcrson  said  : 

"  It  don’t  matter  what  the  understanding  of  these  parties  wa: 
They  all  were  there  and  all  run  for  this  belt  under  the  Rules.  Wlie  I 
the  laws  and  rules  were  made  I  do  not  suppose  there  was  a  del<fl 
gate  in  the  Convention  but  what  could  read,  and  they  ought  to  rear! 
for  their  own  protection  the  rulings  of  the  Convention,  and  ncfl 
what  some  one  else  says,  and  run  for  the  belt  understandinglyjl 
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'he  Executive  Committee  is  doing  fair  by  all  departments,  and  you 
ouldn’t  do  otherwise  if  this  Convention  goes  back  and  undoes  what 
/as  done  twelve  months  ago,  and  makes  a  new  law,  that  of  itself 
ules  Mr,  Elam  out.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  do  otherwise,  than 
xactly  what  we  did  do,  fair  and  equitable  to  the  North  Carolina 
Bremen's  Association,  and  especially  to  the  companies  which 
xpect  to  hereafter  compete.  I  think  we  did  it  in  all  spirit  of  fair- 
ess.” 

Mr.  Stone  inquired  : 

“Is  it  the  rule  of  this  Association  passed  at  Winston  last  year 
tat  this  belt  is  to  be  won  three  consecutive  times  and  then 
ecome  the  property  of  the  company  winning  it.” 

Mr.  McNeil  replied  : 

“  Rule  2,  page  65,  was  really  adopted  at  Durham  three  years  ago. 
here  never  has  been  any  three  consecutive  years  since  we  have 
otten  out  of  the  medal,  which  we  had  in  the  contest  for  the  medal. 
,s  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  we  have  recommended 
tat  it  be  so  hereafter. 

Mr.  Stone  asked  : 

“  Under  what  rules  and  what  understanding  was  that  medal 
ompeted  for  last  year  ?” 

Mr.  McNeil  replied  : 

“  Rule  2,  page  65.” 

Mr.  Stone  : 

!  “  What  are  you  going  to  do  for  that  race  ?  Have  they  got  to  win 
three  other  times  before  they  can  keep  it  ?” 

Mr.  McNeil  : 

“  Thero  was  no  rule  then.” 

Mr.  Stone: 

“  What  are  you  going  to  do  with  the  words,  “It  shall  be  competed 
>r  as  other  championship  medals  ?” 

The  Chair  announced  that  the  question  was  upon  Mr. 
lam’s  amendment. 

.  On  motion,  the  vote  was  taken  by  companies,  each 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  read  an 
also  the  amendment  offered  by  Elam. 

The  vote  was  taken  upon  the  amendment,  whic 
resulted  in  21  for  adoption  and  24  against  amendmen 
Motion  lost. 

Moved  that  Section  1  of  the  Report  of  the  Executiv 
Committee  be  adopted.  Motion  carried. 

Section  11  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  was  rer 
by  the  Secretary,  as  follows  : 

“  That  on  page  67  under  Rules  governing  Championship  contef 
Section  2,  that  the  word  “wet"  be  stricken  out.  The  committt 
recommends  that  said  Section  be  left  as  it  is." 

Mr.  Elam  remarked: 

“  I  suggested  as  a  substitute  that  the  word  “  wet  ”  be  strickt 
out.  It  has  never  been  anything  but  dry.  I  think  one  or  the  oth' 
ought  to  come  out.  And  I  would  like  to  ask  brother  McNeil,  in 
town  that  has  no  water  works,  if  the  word  ‘  dry’  is  struck  out,  ho 
are  you  going  to  get  a  tap  on  a  plug  when  you  have  no  plug  to  g 
at?  That  is  why  I  suggest  it  should  be  a  dry  race,  but  if  you  wa; 
water  strike  out  ‘  dry.’  ” 

Mr.  McNeill  said: 

“The  Executive  Committee  recommends  that  it  be  let  alon 
That  should  this  Association  hold  its  meeting  in  any  town  whe 
there  are  not  water  works,  then  under  these  rules  they  could  ha 
the  race  and  it  a  dry  run.  As  it  is  it  does  no  harm.  The  suppo: 
tion  is  that  we  are  racing  for  fire  purposes.  It  is  a  wet  run  we  a 
after.  The  Committee  recommends  that  it  be  let  alone  and 
governed  by  the  local  committees  in  the  towns.” 

Mr.  Elam  said: 

“  We  have  got  two  races  and  one  of  those  races  requires  wated 

The  question  was  whether  the  word  “  wet  ”  should  1 
stricken  out  or  not.  Upon  the  vote  being  taken  by  accl 
mation  the  Chair  could  not  make  decision,  and  upc 
motion  it  was  taken  by  companies,  and  resulted  as  follow 
In  favor  of  striking  out  word  “wet"  11  votes;  against 
34' 
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It  was  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 

littee  be  adopted  as  regards  Section  1 1.  Motion  carried. 

Section  II,  of  the  report  was  read  by  the  Secretary  as

Mr.  Willis  said: 

“I  oppose  that  recommendation.  I  think  that  the  Association

And  it  is  something  you  must  rely  on  or  you 
dll  get  left.  Under  rulings  this  tournament  must  be  held  and  the 
orses  hitched  when  at  the  race.”

Chief  Newman  said: 

“  Mr.  Chairman,  my  position  is  this,  we  are  getting  away  from  the 
ctual  practical  duty  and  we  must  not.  There  is  not  a  department 
i  this  State  that  could  afford  to  have  their  horses  hitched  all  the 
ime.  I  think  if  the  association  wants  to  overcome  the  difficulty  of 
itching  the  horses  in  the  streets  Newbern  will  bear  the  expense  of 
uilding  a  house.  I  am  arguing  for  active  service.” 

Mr.  Stone  said : 

“  I  am  exactly  with  Mr.  Newman.  We  have  horses  that  it  takes 
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about  six  men  to  hitch  up  when  we  go  back  from  a  fire.  Whe 
starting  they  are  no  trouble  at  all." 

Moved  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Executiv 
Committee  as  contained  in  Section  6  be  adopted.  Motio 
carried. 

Section  7  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committe 
was  read  and  adopted. 

The  Secretary  read  Section  8  of  the  Report,  and  th 
following  discussion  ensued:

“  There  may  be  some  who  will  not  be  able  to  make  an  affidavi 
1  knew  of  a  case  such  as  that  before.  I  think  it  would  be  a  hart 
ship.” 

Mr.  Newman  moved  that  it  be  amended,  “  If  case 
should  not  prove  fatal.” 

Mr.  McNeill  said  : 

“  The  Executive  Committee  will  always  have  authority  to  grar 
it  if  the  patient  should  be  unable  to  make  affidavit.

the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  adopting  it  as  it  is  are  more  tha 
the  other  would  be." 

Mr.  Newman  said: 

“  In  every  accident  association  the  man  who  has  the  accident  c 
is  sick  has  to  apply.  I  moved  that  amendment  be  made  that  in  ca; 
the  case  is  not  fatal  that  he  be  required  to  sign  it.  It  ought  to  f 
signed  by  him.  Unless  application  is  from  the  member  it  is  n 
application  at  all.” 

Mr.  Stone  said: 

“  In  case  an  applicant  himself  makes  affidavit  that  he  has  bee 
disabled  so  many  days,  is  it  necessary  that  a  physician's  certificai 
should  accompany  it?  If  a  physician  comes  and  certifies  the  fat 
that  the  beneficiary  has  been  sick  for  so  many  days,  where  is  th 
need  of  the  applicant's  certificate.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  two  ai 
superfluous;  one  is  sufficient.” 

Mr.  McNeill  said: 

“  One  of  my  duties  has  been  to  investigate  and  approve.  I  ha\ 
had  chiefs  send  applications  for  benefits  that  were  so  inconsistet 
with  the  very  facts  in  the  case  that  they  have  had  to  come  and  cot 
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;ct  them.  I  have  had  physicians  during  the  past  twelve  months  do 
;ie  same  thing.  I  can  suggest  that  it  be  remedied  in  this  way,  by 
dding,  1  In  case  of  the  mental  or  physical  incapacity  of  the  one 
baking  this  application,  the  Foreman  will  be  able  to  do  it.’  I 
love  as  an  amendment:  ‘  In  case  the  injured  fireman  is  incapaci- 
ited  mentally  or  physically  his  foreman’s  certificate  will  be  suf- 
Icient.” 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Mr.  McNeill  read  telegram  from  the  First  Vice-Presi- 
ent  of  the  Association.

Committee,  and  the  next  business  in  order  was  Report 
of  officers. 

The  President’s  report  being  first  in  order,  was  rea> 
by  the  President,  and  on  motion,  received  by  the  Con 
vention  and  ordered  printed  in  the  minutes. 

PRESIDENT’S  REPORT. 

My  friends  and  Brother  Firemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Stai 

Fireman's  Association : 

I  hand  you  herewith,  my  report,  as  President  of  your  State  Assc 
ciation,  covering  the  events,  financial  and  otherwise  of  the  pai 
fiscal  year. 

In  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  your  Executive  Official, 
have  endeavored  to  conscientiously  see  that  even-handed  justic 
was  rendered  in  every  case,  in  which  either  our  Association  or  it 
individual  membership  was  interested. 

I  am  indeed  glad  to  report  that  I  was  able,  during  the  last  sessio 
of  the  Legislature  to  have  error  of  the  previous  session  corrected 
and  that  the  muddle  that  we  were  in  at  our  last  meeting,  now,  n 
longer  exists.  In  this  matter  I  had  the  willing  assistance  of  mem 
bers  of  both  our  own  and  the  colored  Association,  to  whom  I  thu 
publicly  acknowledge  our  thanks  and  appreciation,  as  the  justice 
right  and  merits  of  our  appropriation  appears  to  be  fully  acknowl 
edged  by  all,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  whatever  to  apprehend  an 
trouble  in  the  future,  in  regard  to  its  willing  continuance  on  th 
part  of  our  law  makers.

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When  our  membership  shall  have  increased  to  the  extent  of 
mbracing  every  town  and  city  in  the  State,  which  must  eventually 
e  the  case,  then  indeed,  will  we  be  safe  and  secure  in  the  enjoy- 
jyment  of  a  fund,  so  eminently  just  and  necessary  to  our  organ- 
led  existence. 

It  was  my  intention  to  visit  all  the  principle  points  in  the  State 
uringthe  past  month  and  to  try  by  personal  persuasion  to  interest 
11  in  a  more  enthusiastic  appreciation  of  our  Association,  by 
bowing  to  them  the  many  advantages  to  be  derived  by  becoming 
lembers.  But  unfortunately,  my  private  business  interests  were 
uch  as  to  render  it  simply  impossible  for  me  to  do  so;  was  equally 
nfortunate  in  not  being  able  to  persuade  other  members  of  the 
ixecutive  Committee  to  go  in  my  place.  I  most  earnestly  recom- 
lend  that  my  successor  be  urged  to  perform  this  duty,  either  in 
erson  or  by  the  appointment  of  some  competent  party.  I  cannot 
ut  believe  that  every  department  will  willingly  join  when  the  mat- 
;r  is  properly  put  before  them. 

I  am  glad  to  report  an  increase  in  membership  as  will  be  shown 
y  our  Secretary’s  report. 

During  my  term  of  office  I  have  audited  and  ordered  paid  twen- 
^-nine  applications  tor  Relief  from  our  Fund,  amounting  to 
1100.50,  a  detailed  statement  of  which  will  be  found  in  your 
'reasurer’s  Report. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  Chiefs  of 
epartments  to  the  importance  of  carefully  posting  themselves  as 
}  rules  and  requirements  accompanying  an  application  for  Relief, 
efore  certifying  to  it,  and  forwarding  claims  to  the  Executive 
ffice  for  approval.  In  several  instances  during  the  past  year, 
laims  have  been  sent  in  so  utierly  at  variance  with  the  rules  as  to 
ause  much  delay,  trouble  and  expense  before  they  could  be  prop- 
rly  audited  and  paid.  As  far  as  I  know,  every  claim  has  been 
itisfactorily  adjusted  but  one. 

From  your  Treasurer’s  Report,  you  will  note  that  our  General 
und  for  current  expenses  is  overdrawn,  with  several  outstanding 
ccounts  still  unpaid,  showing  that  with  our  present  revenue,  it  is 
npossible  to  meet  the  regular  necessary  expenses,  and  pay  the  sal- 
ries  voted  to  our  Secretary  and  Treasurer  at  our  last  meeting. 
>ur  expense  account  for  printing,  postage  and  incidental  items  has 
een  most  carefully  looked  after  both  by  myself  and  worthy  Secretary, 
nd  I  recommend  that  means  be  adopted  at  once  to  increase  our 
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annual  revenue,  in  order  that  actual  and  necessary  expenses  mi 
be  promptly  met.  I  can  see  no  room  for  retrenchment  from  tl 
past  years  expenses,  and  unless  the  salaries  of  our  Secretary  ar. 
Treasurer  are  reduced,  which  I  do  not  recommend,  we  will  be  coi 
fronted  with  a  continuous  and  increasing  deficiency.  I  trust  th 
this  matter  will  be  satisfactorily  provided  for  at  this  session. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  can  report  an  increased  intere 
and  appreciation  of  our  Association  and  its  annual  meeting,  boi 
by  its  members  and  the  public  generally,  and  I  feel  assured  that  01 
meeting  this  year,  in  the  hospitable  and  enthusiastic  city  of  Ne\ 
bern,  will  cause  all  of  our  luke-warm  and  hide-bound  members 
feel  the  impulse  of  a  hand  to  hand  contact,  with  such  a  generou 
warm-hearted  and  devoted  brotherhood  of  volunteer  fireman,  ar 
make  them  inwardly  resolve  that  when  they  go  home  that  they  wi 
profit  by  the  example  here  shown  them,  and  try  and  make  ther 
selves  like  unto  them.  It  has  been  my  personal  privilege  to  me 
them  at  every  gathering  since  they  joined  the  Association,  and 
know  that  I  am  a  better  fireman,  and  probably,  more  of  a  prohit 
tionist  than  I  was  before  making  their  honorable  acquaintance. 

To  those  of  my  comrades  who  were  with  me  at  our  first  meetir 
in  Greensboro  in  1888,  I  would  recall  the  great  difference  betwee 
then  and  now.  Our  membership  has  grown  since  then  from  : 
members  to  572  members.  Our  equipments  in  value,  from  a  fe 
thousand  to  tens  of  thousands.  Our  discipline,  from  mediocri 
as  a  rule,  to  almost  perfection,  and  we  have  by  organization  mat 
the  calling  of  a  Volunteer  Fireman  in  North  Carolina  the  mo 
honorable  and  appreciated  of  any  in  the  land.  Let  us  contini 
this  good  work  until  the  North  Carolina  State  Fireman’s  Associ 
tion  shall  take  the  first  rank  in  the  larger  body  of  the  Nation 
Association  of  Fire  Engineers. 

Since  our  last  meeting  death  has  taken  from  us  one  of  our  mo 
honored  members,  E.  B.  Englehard,  who  was  our  first  Secreta 
and  2nd  President.  He  was  a  most  enthusiastic  and  efficient  fir 
man,  and  a  splendid  executive  official.  To  him,  our  capital  ci 
owes  much  for  its  present  efficient  department.  He  was  its  chi' 
organizer  and  it  was  his  pride.  Stricken  down  in  the  prime  off 
manhood,  his  untimely  death  is  but  too  real  an  example  of  hc$ 
uncertain  our  life-tenure  is,  and  should  cause  us  all  to  realize  hq 
very  important  it  is  that  we  should  so  regulate  our  earthly  existen 
as  to  be  always  ready  to  answer  the  call,  when  rung  in  for  us 
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ppear  before  the  Great  High  Chief  for  orders.  Requiescat  in  pace. 

I  would  ask  that  a  page  of  our  minutes  be  devoted  to  his  mem- 
ry  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  sent  to  his  department  and  to 
is  family,  attesting  our  high  regard  for  his  memory,  and  our  grief 
j,t  his  untimely  death. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  let  me  thank  you  for  the  high  honor 
ou  conferred  upon  me  last  year  by  electing  me  as  President  of 
our  State  Association.  It  is  an  honor  to  be  desired,  and  again  I 
hank  you  tor  it. 

I  would  be  derelict  in  my  duty  did  I  not  express  to  you  the  obli¬ 
gations  that  are  due  to  our  present  and  very  efficient  Secretary  and 
nost  worthy  Treasurer.  This  Convention  will  certainly  make  no 
histake  if  it  should  see  proper  to  say  to  them,"  Well  done,  thou  good 
ind  faithful  servants.”  Iam  certainly  under  obligations  to  them 
or  courtesies  extended  and  kindly  assistance  rendered. 

Now,  with  this  plain  matter  of  fact,  statement  of  events  differing 
o  greatly  in  its  lack  of  rhetoric  and  flowing  words  from  the  re¬ 
torts  of  my  predecessors,  allow  me,  gentlemen  to  render  the 
recount  of  my  stewardship.

Gentlemen: — For  the  fifth  time  it  becomes  my  duty  as  yot 
Secretary  to  report  to  you  the  status  of  affairs  connected  with  tf 
Association  at  the  end  of  this  the  seventh  year  of  our  organizatio 

Our  ranks  have  been  invaded  and  some  of  our  brainiest  and  be: 
men  have  been  cut  down.  Yet  we  have  much  to  be  thankful  fo 
we  are  bound  to  feel  that  the  Almighty,  the  giver  of  all  good  h; 
been  kind  to  us. 

From  a  pecuniary  stand  point,  this  year  has  not  been  as  satisfa 
tory  as  the  last.  Our  income  in  dollars  and  cents  is  not  quite  i 
much,  but  I  believe  this  was  brought  about  by  a  decision  of  tl 
Association  at  its  last.meeting  bearing  on  the  intent  and  meanir 
of  a  part  of  our  By-laws.  I  am  glad  to  report,  when  we  are  wantir 
in  dollars  and  cents,  the  interest  in  the  work  has  not  been  wan 
ing.

Mr.  VonGlahn  moved  that  the  vote  of  thanks  of  tf 
Convention  be  extended  the  worthy  President  for  goin 
to  Raleigh  and  accomplishing  what  all  desired.  Carrit 
unanimously. 

Mr.  VonGlahn  said: 

“  There  are  the  three  handsomest  men  in  North  Carolina  sitti 
on  the  platform,  and  we  would  like  to  hear  from  them  expressio 
of  their  idea  of  the  value  of  the  fire  departments  in  their  cities, 
mean  from  the  Mayors  of  Wilmington.  Fayetteville  and  Newbert 

Mr.  Fishblate,  the  Mayor  of  Wilmington,  spoke  as  fc! 
lows: 

“  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: — I  did  not  come  to  Ne 
bern  expecting  to  be  called  upon  to  make  a  speech  before  ti 
Association,  but  nothing  gives  me  more  pleasure  than  to  expres: 
few  words  for  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina.  I  would  say  tha 
never  have  attended  a  meeting  with  an  object  ot  this  kind  in  t 
State — and  I  have  attended  a  large  number  of  meetings,  State  C<) 
ventions  and  other  Conventions — and  I  can  state  that  I  have  ne' 
seen  quite  as  fine  a  body  of  men  as  1  see  in  this  Convention  here 
night.  It  speaks  well  for  the  firemen  of  North  Carolina.  We  ha 
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ie  best  element  of  the  State,  the  best  people  of  the  State  repre- 
■nted  here  to-night. 

“  I  can  say  to  the  other  cities,  as  I  have  said  to  the  firemen  of 
/ilmington,  that  all  towns,  all  municipalities,  should  have  every- 
nng  to  encourage  the  volunteer  fire  department.  I  have  always 
ated  to  the  firemen  of  Wilmington,  that  as  long  as  I  am  Mayor 
nd  with  the  present  Board  of  Aldermen,  anything  that  the  file 
epartment  of  Wilmington  wants,  all  it  has  to  do  is  to  ask  for  it. 

is  a  great  institution.  It  is  a  great  saving  to  the  cities  and  towns 
!f  the  States.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  another  State  m  this  Union 
•here  they  have  as  complete  a  volunteer  fire  department  as  they 
ave  in  North  Carolina.  There  is  not  a  city  that  has  a  paid  fire 
epartment,  and  I  do  not  think  another  State  can  make  the  same 
:atement. 


“  As  far  as  the  rating  of  the  fire  department  in  North  Carolina 
;  concerned,  if  you  will  look  at  the  rating  of  other  cities,  such  as 
lew  York,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  you  will  see  that  the  rates 
f  our  fire  departments  are  as  high  as  any  other  city  in  the  Union, 
'hey  rate  A  No.  I.  It  is  a  surprise  to  the  Insurance  companies, 
he  Underwriters,  that  North  Carolina  has  such  a  complete  system. 

“  I  do  not  know  what  else  I  could  say  to  you,  gentlemen;  I  have 
!>een  a  firemen  myself  and  I  have  served  my  time  and  I  am  proud 
•f  it.  I  hope  at  the  next  State  Convention,  if  I  am  living,  to  be 
kith  you  again.  This  is  the  first  one  I  have  ever  attended,  and  I 
.m  so  well  pleased  that  I  expect  to  attend  a  great  many  more.” 

The  Mayor  from  Fayetteville,  Mr.  Cook,  spoke  as 
ollows: 


“Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: — As  the  President  of  this 
Association  well  knows,  I  never  have  anything  to  say  at  home, 
de  does  all  the  talking  for  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 
Laughing.) 

“  I  can  say  that  I  am  glad  to  be  with  you.  I  have  often  desired 
o  visit  Newbern,  and  I  took  this  oceasion  to  be  with  the  firemen, 
have  never  been  a  firemen,  but  from  the  reading  of  the  financial 
:ondition  of  your  Association,  I  am  inclined  to  them.  It  is  in  a 
letter  better  condiiion  than  most  of  the  treasuries  of  the  cities  and 
owns.  I  think  I  shall  connect  myself  with  them  as  long  as  the 
inances  continue  in  that  state.  1  agree  with  the  Mayor  from  Wil- 
nington  about  the  value  of  the  departments.” 
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Mr.  Ellis,  Mayor  of  Nevvbern,  spoke  as  follows: 

•  «  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen:— You  have  given  me 
problem  that  I  can  not  solve— the  worth  of  the  department— it  , 
something  that  1  can  not  figure  out.  Their  worth  is  not  known  t 
me.  I  have  been  an  active  fireman  for  twenty-one  years,  and 
fully  agree  with  every  word  that  has  been  said  by  the  other  Mayor 
They  are  very  necessary  in  every  community.  I  hope  you  will  e: 
cuse  me,  for  I  am  not  a  speaking  man.’’ 

The  President  thanked  the  Mayors  as  follows: 

“  I  desire  to  thank  the  Mayors  for  the  Convention  for  their  kin 
words.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  heads  of  our  cities  appr. 
ciate  it  as  they  have  shown  they  do.” 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Exhibits  was  calle 
for  and  read  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Barrington.

Mr.  Lambert  remarked: 


mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Caroli7ia  Fire 
men' s  Association:

I  < 
not  want  to  speak  to  you  to-nighi  because  I  am  not  a  speaker, 
am  not  like  all  these  fine  flowery  speakers  here  at  my  side.  1  on 
want  to  extend  to  this  Association  my  thanks  for  the  kindnes 
When  it  comes  to  business  I  am  with  you.  I  just  want  to  say  th 
if  you  want  anything  I  have  over  there,  you  can  have  it.  This 
all  I  have  to  say  to  you  to-night.  It  took  me  about  two  days  to  g 
this  speech.  I  am  obliged  to  you.” 

The  Secretary  moved  that  the  Association  make  tf 
Mayors  of  Wilmington,  Fayetteville,  Greensboro  an 
Newbern  honorary  members  of  the  Association.  Carrie' 

The  Secretarv  requested  a  few  words  from  anothi 
gentleman,  Mr.  Moore,  representing  the  Stemple  hit 
Extinguisher. 

Mr.  Moore  said: 

“  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Fir 

men's  Association: 

I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  speak  to  you.  I  would  just  like  to  sta 
that  to-morrow  in  the  afternoon  we  expect  to  give  an  exhibitio 
following  the  steamer  contest,  and  would  like  to  have  everyboc 
there.  We  will  try  to  give  you  satisfaction.  I  am  very  mui 
obliged  to  your  Secretary.” 

The  Secretary  also  introduced  Mr.  Farrand,  reprt 
sentative  of  the  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System,  who  saic 

"Gentlemen: — I  only  have  a  tew  words  to  say  to  the  firemen 
regard  to  the  fire  alarm  telegraph.  I  think  most  every  body  knov' 
what  it  is.  The  firemen  and  chiefs  who  have  not  this  Gamewe 
Fire  Alarm  System  they  don't  know  what  they  are  missing.  The 
don't  know  the  amount  of  time  they  lose  at  fires.  We  claim  th; 
you  gain  all  the  way  from  ten  to  thirty  minutes,  from  the  time  tl 
fire  is  found  till  the  alarm  reaches  the  department.  It  puts  tl 
citizen  and  property  holders  in  direct  communication  with  the  fi 
department,  giving  him  a  chance  to  turn  in  to  the  nearest  fire  d 
partment,  and  then  you  can  get  to  the  fire  almost  before  it  is  starte1 
Now,  there  is  no  piece  of  fire  apparatus  that  can  put  out  a  burnir 
building  when  it  is  all  afire.  The  aim  is  to  get  the  apparatus  the; 
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efore  it  is  out  of  reach  of  the  department.  We  have  our  apparatus 
ere,  and  if  there  is  any  one  who  would  like  to  see  it  I  would  like 
3  explain  it.  To  those  who  have  seen  it  before  I  would  like  to 
how  some  improvements  since  last  year.” 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  next  business  was  the 
ppointment  of  a  Committee  to  act  with  the  Virginia 
Association,  as  suggested  by  the  Secretary  in  his  report. 
The  President  said: 

“  The  Chair  would  like  to  know  whether  it  is  the  wish  of  the 
onvention  to  go  into  anything  of  that  sort.” 

Moved  that  the  question  of  a  joint  meeting  be  laid 

ver  for  future  consideration.  Carried.

The  President  asked  the  wish  of  the  Convention  abou 
iking  steps  to  be  represented  on  the  Firemen’s  Day  at 
rtlanta. 

Mr.  Donnell,  of  Greensboro,  wanted  to  know  how 
ley  would  get  up  the  team. 

The  President  thought  it  would  be  impracticable. 

The  Secretary  said  his  attention  was  called  to  it  by 
hief  Joyner,  of  Atlanta,  who  requested  that  North 
arolina  send  a  team,  and  consequently  he  had  brought 
before  the  Association. 

Mr.  Capps  suggested  that  the  place  which  has  the 
.rgest  number  of  teams  might  send  one,  as  it  would  be 
npracticable  to  take  one  person  from  one  place  and 
rother  from  another  and  so  on. 

It  was  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  look 
ito  the  selection  of  a  team  to  go  from  the  State  of  North 
arolina  to  Atlanta. 

Mr.  Newman  wanted  to  know  who  was  to  pay  the 
■cpenses,  for  the  Association  could  not. 

The  Secretary  said  that  theCommittee  would  be  em- 
Dwered  to  look  into  the  advisability  of  sending  a  team. 
Mr.  Donnell  thought  that  no  team  could  go  if  it  had  to 
iy  its  own  expenses. 
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The  former  motion  was  amended  that  the  matter 
left  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carol 
State  Firemen’s  Association.  Carried. 

The  next  matter  was  the  appointment  of  a  Commit 
known  as  the  Transportation  Committee,  to  attend 
railroad  rates  for  the  Conventions,  or  authorizing  I 
Secretay  to  attend  to  it. 

The  Chair  said: 

“  The  Chair  would  like  to  state  that  he  found  the  local  agentl 
different  lines  very  lavorahle  to  us,  but  the  commissioner  at  R| 
mond  did  not  recognize  the  Volunteer  Firemen  of  North  Carol 
any  more  than  he  did  some  of  the  colored  preachers.  I  wrote  I 
self  personally,  but  it  did  no  good.

Mr.  Amerson  moved  that  each  company  in  the  corS 
appoint  one  judge  and  that  the  President  appoint  11 
rest.

Upon  nominations  for  Statistician  being  declared  in 
i  der,  Mr.  Ben.  T.  Amerson,  of  Wilson,  was  nominated 
nd  the  Secretary  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  As- 
nciation  for  him. 

Mr.  Amerson  was  declared  duly  elected  Statistician 
:r  the  ensuing  year. 

Nominations  for  Vice-President  being  in  order,  Mr.  E 
.  Parmelee,  of  Wilmington,  was  nominated  and  unani- 
ously  elected,  as  First  Vice-President  of  the  Associa- 
on  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Vogler,  of  Salem,  was  nominated  and  unani- 
lously  elected  Second  Vice-President,  and  so  declared. 
Unfinished  business  was  declared  in  order. 

The  President  said: 

“  I  want  to  call  attention  to  the  portion  of  my  report  which 
lows  that  you  now  have  your  dues  almost  paid  up  to  January, 
>96,  four  months  ahead,  and  you  have  a  deficiency  of  nearly  $150. 
have  recommended  in  my  report  that  means  be  taken  to  increase 
)ur  annual  revenue  or  cut  down  your  expenses.” 

Mr.  VonGlahn  said: 

“  Every  member  of  this  Association  should  recognize  the  fact 
lat  fifty  cents  a  year  is  a  very  small  life  insurance,  and  it  is  a  very 
nail  amount  in  case  of  sickness  that  you  can  get  $2  a  day  for. 
nd  if  the  dues  were  increased  to  seventy-five  cents,  do  you  think 
lat  would  meet  the  deficiency?” 

The  President  stated  that  there  are  about  520  members 
nd  the  deficiency  is  about  $150. 

The  Secretary  suggested: 

“  I  have  an  idea  to  suggest  which  will  raise  the  amount  we  need, 
nd  still  I  do  not  think  it  will  jeopardize  matters  at  all.  I  have 
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reference  to  the  relief  fund.  We  have  over  $4,000  in  our  treasi 
now  that  we  are  not  reaping  one  iota  of  reward  from.  Why  c< 
not  we  instruct  our  Treasurer  to  loan  the  money  out  at  an  j 
vantage  and  use  the  interest  on  it?  I  loaned  out  part  of  that  fu 
on  my  own  risk,  you  will  remember,  and  accumulated  $80  odd. 
did  it  on  my  own  risk.  This  year  we  have  $4,000  and  I  believe 
can  raise  the  money  in  that  way.” 

Mr.  Capps  said: 

“  It  looks  to  me  to  raise  the  amount  without  increasing  the  p 
capita  tax  would  be  a  great  deal  better  than  to  do  so.  I  can  s 
from  some  of  the  reports  of  the  companies  that  they  have  not  pt 
up,  and  I  do  not  think  they  could  pay  any  more  than  they  do. 
think  it  would  be  best  for  the  company  to  raise  the  iponey  soi 
other  way  if  possible,  than  that  we  should  lose  members." 

Mr.  Willis  said: 

“  Wouldn’t  it  be  well  to  make  an  assessment  of  twenty-five  cei 
per  capita?  And  let  the  money  be  loaned  out  for  future  calamitie; 

Mr.  Capps  said: 

“  I  don’t  think  it  would  be  right  to  loan  the  money  out  and  ma 
the  assessment  too.  It  would  look  sort  of  bad  to  take  two  ste1 
I  think  it  would  be  better  to  loan  the  money  out  to  pay  the  defici 

The  President  said: 

“  Before  we  discuss  this  question  farther  I  would  like  to  ho 
from  our  Treasurer,  as  there  are  conditions  that  bind  our  Tie j 
urer.  He  has  to  bind  himself  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  f 
the  paying  out  of  that  fund  according  to  the  act  of  the  Legislate 
The  Treasurer  is  not  bound  to  this  Association  for  that  mon  j 
He  is  only  under  obligations  as  to  the  paying  out  of  that  morJ 
according  to  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  I  would  like  for  g 
Treasurer  to  make  his  statement  plainly  here.  What  we  are  air 
is  to  get  the  best  thing  to  do.” 

Mr.  Green  stated: 

“  I  gave  to  the  State  Treasurer  a  bond  for  $5,000  for  this  monrj 
and  of  course,  if  the  Association  instructs  me  to  loan  it  out  an  fl 
should  take  that  responsibility  and  lose  it,  who  is  going  to  payjt 
back?  My  bond  is  responsible  for  it.  If  I  bonded  to  the  AssocJ 
tion  now  and  the  Association  instructed  me  to  loan  it  out  t 
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v\uld  be  all  right  for  it  belonged  to  them.  But  now  if  they  in¬ 
ducted  me  to  loan  out  something  that  did  not  belong  to  them,  I 
:  ild  not  to  it.  The  law  of  North  Carolina  is  one  thing,  and  the 
y,  of  the  Association  is  another.  I  am  afraid  if  we  adopt  this 
pn,  unless  we  have  some  legal  advice  upon  it,  it  might  jeopardize 
bond  and  place  me  in  an  awkward  position.  I  gave  a  bond  to 
State  that  I  would  handle  this  fund  and  administer  it  according 
law  of  the  State.  The  State  has  made  a  law  in  regard  to  it  and 
:  Association  has  also.  As  long  as  I  follow  out  the  law  of  the 
5,te  it  is  all  right.  A  special  deposit  is  nothing  but  the  note  of  a 
cporation,  which  is  nothing  more  than  an  individual  note.  It 
dikes  me  that  the  way  the  boys  should  look  at  this  thing  is  to 
If  k  at  it  in  its  proper  financial  standing;  to  decrease  the  expenses 
oagree  to  pay,  at  least  $1.00  a  year.  Take  a  company  of  twenty 

Id  members  who  pay  $11  a  year.  There  are  very  few  companies 
North  Carolina  but  have  drawn  some  of  this  money.  For 
i'tance,  we  had  a  man  in  Newbern  who  died  while  we  were  at 
Mnston-Saiem  last  year.  His  mother  got  $300  It  had  cost  him 
i  iivid u ally  $1.50.  He  had  belonged  to  the  Association  three 
yirs,  and  when  he  died  his  heirs  at  law  got  $300  out  of  the  Asso- 
c  tion.  What  Association  is  there  in  North  Carolina  to-day  that 
vll  pay  a  man  in  proportion  to  what  he  puts  in  what  this  Associa- 
t  n  pays  ?  What  Association  will  pay  a  man  who  is  sick  $2.00  a 
dy?  Styron  got  all  this  besides  the  money  when  he  was  sick, 
le  only  officers  who  get  pay  are  the  Secretary,  Treasurer  and 
pitistician ,  which  is  $375.  You  can  lower  their  salaries  or  multi- 
f  your  dues  by  two.  Either  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Ysociation.” 

Mr.  Christie  said: 

‘  As  an  Honorary  member  of  the  Association,  I  would  like  to 

s j  one  word.  In  the  National  Association  the  only  dues  of  the 

Timbers  is  $5.00  per  annum.  There  is  nobody  paid  a  salary  but 

t;  Secretary,  he  gets  $800.  I  know  that  he  does  not  do  half  the 

\'rk  that  your  Secretary  does.  He  has  the  pleasure  of  attending 

ad  voting  upon  the  questions  at  the  assembly.  The  benefits  of 

ts  Association  exceed  by  a  thousand  per  cent,  the  benefits  of  any 

ner  benefit  Association  in  the  State.

c^apest  dues  that  I  know  of  in  any  Association  of  business  men 

c!  the  globe.  It  seems  to  me,  gentlemen,  that  a  dollar  a  year  is 
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too  cheap  for  the  benefits  you  enjoy  from  this  Association.  In  t 
National  Convention  there  is  no  question  that  comes  before  it,  ev 
as  to  the  election  of  officers,  because  a  committee  is  appointed 
nominate  a  board  of  officers,  about  which  a  man  can  get  up  a 
speak  his  mind.  You  come  here  and  look  at  each  other  and  c 
have  your  say  about  any  question,  and  beside  you  get  this  bene 
of  $2  a  day  and  $300  for  half  a  dollar  a  year.  Fifty  cents  is  t 
cheap.” 

The  Secretary  said: 

“  In  answer  to  brother  Christie  I  want  to  say  there  are  firemen 
North  Carolina,  when  you  come  to  the  increase  of  this  thing,  v 
cannot  afford  to  pay.

Mr.  Willis  said  that  he  would  not  be  loaning  out  it 
money. 

Mr.  Stone  said: 

"  Mr.  Vogler  seems  a  little  out  of  order.  We  cannot  makeim 
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responsible  to  our  order.  He  is  already  responsible  to  the  State  ot 
North  Carolina.  I  would  state  that  we  have  no  control  over 
that  money  whatever,  except  as  provided  by  our  law  as  made  by 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  just  for  so  much  as  we  need,  under 
such  time  under  provisions  made  by  the  State.  Our  Treasurer 
here  can  be  responsible  to  nobody  else  than  the  State  of  North 
Carolina.” 

The  Chair  asked  the  Treasurer  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Association,  if  he  had  ever  turned  in  any  of  the  vouchers, 
to  which  the  Treasurer  replied  that  he  had,  and  had  got¬ 
ten  relief  to  the  extent  of  $1100.

The  President  then  said: 

“  At  the  last  Legislature  I  was  afraid  to  ask  so  much  additional 
legislation  for  this  reason.  I  may  have  been  unjustly  influenced 
by  the  influences  that  surrounded  me.  We  had  three  representa¬ 
tives  who  were  strictly  countrymen,  and  they  were  elected  upon  the 
question  of  the  town  against  country.  Their  argument  was  that 
they  didn’t  care  anything  about  that,  that  they  didn’t  get  anything 
from  it,  and  they  didn’t  care  about  it.  Therefore,  I  thought  it  best 
that  we  should  not  monkey  with  the  thing,  until  the  people  should 
have  a  good  chance  to  think  and  get  over  the  political  condition  we 
were  in  last  year,  when  the  whole  thing  was  stirred  up  and  every¬ 
body  was  mad  with  his  brother.” 

Mr.  Willis  said: 

“  We  have  no  money  as  I  understand  it.  What  our  Treasurer 
handles  belongs  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  That  fund  is  a 
fund  property  to  us  to  be  used  as  firemen  become  disabled  only.  I 
do  not  believe  we  can  take  that  money  and  handle  it  in  any  other 
way.” 

Chief  Taylor  said: 

I  “  The  only  way  is  either  to  decrease  the  salary  or  increase  the 
per  capita  tax.” 

Mr.  Stone  moved  that  the  matter  be  left  with  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Association. 

The  President  stated  that  the  Committee  had  no  power 
over  that. 
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The  motion  was  amended,  that  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  be  given  full  power  to  act  in  the  matter,  to  either 
increase  the  dues  or  decrease  the  salaries,  and  that  the 
different  departments  be  notified  of  what  action  taken  as 
soon  as  possible.  Carried. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  communication  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  National  Association  had  been  left  over 
for  action  from  the  morning  session,  and  read  the  letter. 

Mr.  VonGlahn  said  that  if  the  meeting  would  pay  $ic 
of  his  expense  he  would  go  himself. 

The  President  stated  his  intention  to  go. 

It  was  moved  that  the  President  and  Secretary  should 
furnish  credentials  to  any  one  of  its  members  who  saw 
fit  to  go  to  Augusta  at  his  own  expense,  as  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  North  Carolina  Association.  Carried. 

On  motion,  the  Chair  appointed  a  Committee  to  draft 
resolutions  upon  the  death  of  former  members  of  the 
Association,  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes,  which  was  as 
follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  STATISTICIAN  FOR  YEAR 
ENDING  APRIL  ist,  1895. 


President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Firemen' s  As¬ 
sociation: 

Gentlemen: — Allow  me  to  offer  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
April  ist,  1895.  First  I  find  in  our  State  about  one  hundred  towns 
and  cities  with  population  ranging  from  five  hundred  to  twenty 
thousand,  about  fifty  of  which  have  organized  fire  departments 
and  about  sixty-five  fire  companies,  sixteen  with  water  works, 
eight  with  electric  fire  alarm  system;  and  one  thousand  white  fire¬ 
men  belonging  to  organized  departments  and  four  hundred  and 
fifty  colored  firemen.  This,  together  with  the  reports  from  different 
fire  departments  and  towns,  will  show  about  the  condition  of  the 
State  as  to  fire  protection.

'I  think,  sir,  that  I  can  voice  the  sentiment  of  this  Convention 
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of  Firemen  in  North  Carolina,  when  I  place  in  nomination  as  th 
most  popular  Chief,  the  President  of  this  Association.  He  is  worth 
of  the  prize  Mr.  Lambert  offered.  And  I  move  that  we  take 
rising  vote  upon  that  question.  Carried. 

It  was  unanimously  decided  that  Mr.  McNeill  was  th 
most  popular  Chief  in  North  Carolina. 

The  President  said: 

“  As  I  told  you  last  night,  we  have  a  lot  of  business  on  hand  an 
not  much  time  for  foolishness.  I  thank  you  for  your  honor  and 
addition  to  my  thanks  to  the  Convention,  allow  me  to  thank  M 
Lambert  again  for  his  kindness  and  liberality.  I  shall  endeavor 
use  the  ball  nozzle  in  fire  service  in  the  department  of  Fayettevil 
and  I  hope  that  it  will  result  that  I  shall  be  able  to  recommend 
so  that  he  shall  be  able  to  make  many  sales.” 

Mr.  Ketchum  said: 

“  Under  the  circumstances  we  cannot  enter  the  race  to.morro' 
We  cannot  place  our  men  under  present  conditions  in  the  race,  j 
It  just  settles  the  matter.  The  whole  business  of  them  would  f; 
dead  when  they  get  to  the  end  of  the  300  yards.  They  would  n 
be  able  to  get  a  ladder  up.  We  want  to  enter  the  contest,  but  c; 
not.” 

The  President  said: 

<•  The  Chair  can  see  no  way  to  overcome  that,  except  by  agre 
ment  of  the  foremen  of  the  different  companies.  The  only  w 
would  be  to  suspend  the  Rules,  which  would  be  in  order  a 
proper.” 

Mr.  Lambert  said: 

“  Under  the  order  of  unfinished  business  let  me  move  that 
thank  this  North  Carolina  Firemen’s  Convention  for  the  benef 
that  I  have  received  with  you,  and  I  wish  that  it  can  be  so  fixed  tl 
I  will  be  with  you  next  year.  Please  enter  that  on  the  minut 
that  I  will  be  v\ith  you  next  year.” 

The  selection  of  place  for  next  meeting  was  anivounc 
in  order. 

Salisbury  and  Fayetteville  were  placed  in  nominatic 
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.it  Fayetteville  was  withdrawn,  and  Salisbury  was 
elected  as  the  place  of  meeting  in  1896. 

Mr.  Ketchum  thought  that  the  companies  in  the  con- 
st  to-morrow  might  arrange  so  that  his  company  could 
liter  the  contest,  and  enquired  if  a  motion  to  suspend 
le  Rules  would  be  in  order,  and  if  the  Rules  could  be 
ispended. 

The  President  replied  that  he  had  ruled  that  if  the 
impanies  contesting  on  Thursday  could  perfect  any 
leans  by  which  they  could  run,  that  Chair  would  sus- 
end  the  Rules.

Dear  Sirs: — Having  been  a  contestant  in  the  Grab  Race  at  con¬ 
est  held  this  day,  and  feeling  and  knowing  that  an  injustice  has 
>een  done  my  company  in  ruling  same  out  on  the  grounds  of  an 
outsider  having  assisted  us,  I  deem  it  my  privilege  and  duty  to 
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members  of  my  Company  to  make  this  appeal.  In  law,  whet 
charges  are  preferred  against  a  person,  these  charges  must  t 
proven  before  the  person  can  be  pronounced  guilty.  It  is  also 
rule  in  all  contests  where  protests  are  entered  to  prove  irregular 
ties  and  a  failure  to  do  so  exhonorates  the  party  or  parties.  In  tl 
case  in  question  we  are  charged  with  receiving  assistance  from  a 
outsider;  these  charges  not  having  been  proven  by  any  other  tha 
incorrect  statements,  does  it  not  then  fall  solely  on  the  judg 
stationed  where  the  irregularity  occurred  as  charged,  but  not  prove 
to  render  a  decision.  If  our  Company  was  interferred  with  by  ar 
outsider,  were  we  given  the  protection  against  such  interference  ; 
we  were  entitled  to  under  the  rules,  viz:  That  no  one  but  coi 
testants  be  allowed  inside  the  ropes.  If  this  protection  is  not  give 
contestants  any  outsider  who  might  have  4  wager  on  the  resu! 
seeing  that  a  certain  company  was  about  to  win,  could  under  tl 
arrangements  to-day  not  in  compliance  with  the  rules,  steps  in  ar 
pull  hose  or  step  on  same  or  in  some  other  way  act  so  as  to  cau: 
the  innocent  company  to  be  ruled  out.  The  charges  cannot  1 
proven  truthfully,  so  I  ask  justice.  Is  it  not  strange  that  of  tl 
many  persons  present  none  but  the  complainants  could  see  a  nia 
in  usual  citizens  attire  rendering  the  assistance  as  charge< 
Would  not  the  contrast  in  attires  attract  the  attention  of  other 
We  claim  that  if  an  outsider  did  interfere  was  it  not  probab 
that  it  was  done  to  damage  Greensboro?  If  it  was  or  was  not  dot 
with  that  intention  we  claim  protection  under  the  rules  and  t 
benefit  of  the  doubt,  the  proper  proof  ot  charges  not  havii 
been  produced.

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RULES  GOVERNING  TOURNAMENTS  ANE 
RACES  HELD  UNDER  THE  SUPERVISION  . 
OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 


RULE  I. 

There  shall  be  held  annually  an  Association  Tournament,  a 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Association  shall  from  time  to  time 
direct,  at  which  Tournament,  and  no  other,  the  championship  o 
the  various  branches  of  the  firemen’s  service  shall  be  contested  for 

All  Tournaments  shall  be  under  the  auspices  of  the  Association 
but  the  arrangements  shall  be  made  by  the  firemen  and  citizens  a 
the  place  which  it  is  to  be  held. 

RULE  II. 

Section  i.  Champion  prizes,  other  than  money  prizes,  shall  b 
the  property  of  the  Association,  subject  to  their  call  and  control 
but  will  be  in  possession  of  the  champion  Companies  until  withh 
ten  days  of  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  when  it  shall  be  returnei 
to  the  Secretary,  and  by  him  put  in  safe  keeping  until  the  daj  ol 
the  races,  and  then  he  shall  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  th>  :

or  sickness,  but  such  beneficiary  arising  from  any  particular  inju 
or  sickness  shall  not  lose  time  longer  than  one  hundred  days  t'rc 
date  of  such  injury,  or  beginning  of  such  disability  created  by  su 
sickness;  but  the  Executive  Committe  may  extend  such  benef 
to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Aseociation  held  next  after  t 
expiration  of  said  period  of  one  hundred  days,  and  the  Associati 
at  the  annual  meeting  will,  at  its  pleasure,  determine  the  time  f 
which  such  benefits  may  be  received.  In  case  of  death  from  su 
sickness  or  injury,  this  Association  shall  pay  to  the  widow  of  t 
deceased  $250.00  and  $50.00  for  funeral  expenses,  and  in  case  t 
deceased  should  have  no  relatives,  this  amount  shall  be  paid  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  Company  of  which  he  was  a  member.  Eve

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  to  correctly  >9 
pile  the  statistics  of  each  village  and  city  in  the  State,  of  all  m;« 
pertaining  to  the  tire  service,  annually  correcting  the  preoil 
reports,  which  shall  include  everything  of  interest  to  our  Fimfll 


ind  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  comprehensive  in  its  every  detail. 
The  expense  of  all  printing,  printed  matter  and  postage  necessary 
n  the  sending  for  and  receiving  of  such  information  to  be  paid  by 
he  Association,  and  he  shall  receive  $25  annually  for  his  services.

Sec.  4.  Any  exempt  Firemen  may,  upon  the  payment  of  two 
lollars  and  of  the  regular  annual  dues,  become  a  member  of  this 
Association,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  any  other  member. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  All  members  sick  or  injured  in  the  line  of  fire  duty 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  from  the  Firemen’s  Relief  Fund  of 
this  Association  as  follows:  At  the  rate  of  two  dollars  each  day, 
while  unable  to  attend  to  their  regular  business,  as  provided  for  in 
the  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  death  from  sickness  or  injury  received  in  the 
performance  of  fire  duty,  ($250)  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and 
($50)  fifty  dollars  for  funeral  expenses. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  widow;  in  case  there  is  no  widow,  to  the  children; 
it  there  is  no  child  or  children,  to  the  mother  of  the  deceased  Fire¬ 
man,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  fifty  dollars  for 
funeral  expenses;  and  in  case  there  be  no  relatives,  to  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Company  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

Sec.  4.  The  Chief,  or  Acting  Chief,  shall  certify  before  a 
Magistrate  or  Notary  Public,  on  blank  form,  in  triplicate,  furnished 
by  the  Secretary,  all  particulars  regarding  each  case  where  a  benefit 
is  required,  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  attending 
physician. 

Sec.  5.  Applications  for  benefits  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary,  I 
in  compliance  with  forms  to  be  furnished  by  him  for  that  purpose,  | 
and  shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  the  injury  or 
contracting  the  disease  complained  of;  but  said  time  for  making 
said  application  may  be  extended  by  the  Executive  Committee  for 
good  cause  shown. 

SEC.  6.  The  action  of  the  Asssciation  upon  all  questions  that  ; 
may  arise  as  to  grantingor  referring  relief  and  benefits,  both  as  to 
amount  thereof  and  the  person  claiming,  and  as  incidental  thereto, 
upon  all  questions  relating  to  the  right  or  claims  of  membership, 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  and  the  action  of  the  Executive 
Committee  upon  said  questions  shall  in  like  manner  and  extent  be  1 
final  and  conclusive  until  the  same  be  changed  by  the  Association 
at  its  annual  meeting.

Sec.  3.  That  the  money  so  paid  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  c 
the  said  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  shall  be  know 
and  remain  as  the  Firemen’s  Relief  Fund  of  North  Carolina,  an 
shall  be  used  as  a  Fund  for  the  relief  of  Firemen,  members  of  th 
Association,  who  may  be  injured  or  rendered  sick  by  disease  cor 
traded  in  the  actual  discharge  of  duty  as  Firemen,  and  for  relit 
of  widows’  children,  and  if  there  be  no  widow  or  children,  the 
dependent  mothers  of  such  Firemen  killed  or  dying  from  diseasr 
so  contracted  in  such  discharge  of  duty,  to  be  paid  in  such  mann^ 
and  in  such  sums  to  such  individuals  of  the  classes  herein  name 
and  described  as  may  be  provided  for  and  determined  upon  i 
accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  said  Associatioi 
And  such  provisions  and  determinations  made  pursuant  to  sai 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  tf 
persons  entitled  to  benefits,  and  as  to  the  amount  of  benefit  to  I 
received,  and  no  action  at  law  shall  be  maintained  against  sai 
Association  to  enforce  any  claim  or  recover  any  benefit  under  th 
Act,  or  under  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  said  Associatioi  I 
but  if  any  officer  or  Committee  of  said  Association  omit  or  refrn  ■ 
to  perform  any  duty  imposed  upon  him  or  them,  nothing  herei 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  proceedings  again 
said  officer  or  Committee  to  compel  him  or  them  to  perform  sue 
duty. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Firemen 
Association  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  wi 
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tod  and  sufficient  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Treasurer  of 
State  of  North  Carolina  in  double  of  the  sum  received  by  him, 
sj.d  State  Treasurer,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
r|der  this  Act,  and  shall  make  detailed  report  to  the  State  Treasurer 
Dthe  yearly  expenditure  of  the  appropriation  under  this  Act  on  or

iEC.  5  The  line  of  duty  specified  in  Section  3  shall  not  be  so

EC.  6.  That  any  Firemen  of  good  moral  character  in  North 
olina,  and  belonging  to  an  organized  Fire  Company,  who  will 
nply  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of 
h  North  Carolina  State  Firemen’s  Association  may  become  a 
nnber  of  said  Association,  and  any  organized  Fire  Company  in
